COMPUTERS

Hose has prepared graphs

Studies of one-way trips to 
Mars and Venus have been made 
before. But the demand now 
seems to be for round trips! Even 
at that, there have been no rc- 
quests for reservations, and Ross 
isn’t making one for himself. 

Caution: Most thmes arc bad 
times for space travel. The 
earth and other plancts are, of 
course, in constant motion, at 
great speeds, on different orbits.

formally taken over by the Govérnment from 


the military authorities, and is now opened to 


public traffic. 


T.WS.K, connects Tsuen Wan 
with o polnt on the road known 
as Route I just south of Sek 
Kong village. The name 
T.W.S.K. {is derived from the 
initials of the place names 
Tsuen Wan—Sek Kong. : 

Seven miles in length, It 
crosses a pass 500 metres 
1,650 {cet} high before descend- 
ng to the Pat Heung plain in 
the Yuen Long district; and 
glves access to some of the finest 
mountain scenery In the colony. 

it also offers improved road 
communications between Kow- 
loon and the North-Eastern part 
of the Yuen Long district.
